In  the  midst  of  significant  change  at  KPFK.  I  believe  the  best  ser- 
vice I  can  provide  you  in  this  September  report  is  a  clarification  of 
fact  vs.  rumor. 

How  did  the  July  Fund  Drive  go?  (3ur  hardworking  volunteers 
and  staff  took  over  $127,000  in  phone  pledges.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  we  have  less  than  half  of  the  pledged  amount  in  actual 
money.  Send  your  pledged  support .  .  .  please. 

How  can  KPFK  still  have  financial  problems  right  after  a  fund 
drive?  The  best  response  could  be  this  analogy:  If  you  shoot 
"Horse"  in  your  veins  for  years,  cleaning  up  and  going  chemical- 
free  is  only  the  beginning.  We  have  some  financial  fences  to  mend 
and  some  new  habits  to  develop.  Our  greatest  hope  is  that,  indeed, 
we  are  moving  in  that  direction  and  we  will  be  smoothing  the  way 
for  a  less  chaotic  monetary  future. 

Are  there  really  just  five  full-time,  paid  staff?  Yes,  As  of  August 
1 ,  we  trimmed  staff  back  to  five.  Staff  received  45  day  lay-off  notices 
in  June .  .  .  and  sadly,  we  had  to  implement  them.  The  station's  pro- 
grarnming  is  solid,  as  we  continue  to  rely  on  volunteer  program- 
mers. The  stress  is  internal— engineering,  administration,  develop- 
ment, newscasts.  We  will  need  your  tried-and-true  patience  and 
volunteer  help.  If  August  brings  the  funding  we  project  it  will,  we 
plan  to  recall  4-5  staff  as  of  September  1,  With  any  luck  at  all.  KPFK 
will  be  fully  staffed  with  l.'^  employees  by  October  15. 

Is  KPFK  going  to  reduce  it's  transmitter  power  by  50%  to  save 
electricity  costs?  Possibly.  We  are  exploring  this  option.  Once 
again,  we  need  your  help.  During  September,  we  will  test  the  results 
of  modifying  the  transmitter  power.  Plea.se  listen  to  the  station  for 
the  test  schedule.  We  need  to  hear  from  you  to  know  how  the 
modifications  affect  your  area.  This  will  not  be  a  permanent  change. 
However,  going  to  half  power  does  save  us  $1500-2000/month. 

and  finally .    . 

Is  KPFK  at  the  end  of  it's  rope?  Or  is  there  life  after  the  KPFK 
crisis?  People  around  here  have  heard  me  talk  a  lot  about  the  need 
to  look  at  the  forests,  not  just  the  tree.  We  are  not  only  doing  that, 
but  enjoying  the  new  exploration  and  encounters.  The  mood  is  lift- 
ing, folks.  With  a  (juiet,  but  justified,  optimism,  we  are  moving  for- 
ward into  a  future  that  is  increasingly  ours.
